It is my painful duty to inform you that the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, one pf those which has been for some 
time reporting developments affecting the^fdh ristian Front,, 
was, completely scooped on your announcement “of the seizure 
of the seventeen alleged plotters. -I am now informed that 
you broke the story late last Sunday afternoon by notifying 
the Hew York newspapers and news agencies to send reporters 
to your office;- This agency -was hot among those notified. 

I need not, of course, point out to you the serious 
consequences to us of such a lapse on a s tory of that 
character 1 . Our agency has been in existence for twenty ; 
years and serves several hundred Yiddish and other news- / 
papers throughout the world. * 

I should deeply appreciate if in the future you and the 
various offices of the F.B.I. concerned in the Christian 
Front affair v/ould keep us apprised of all developments 
pertaining to it. 

Our Washington bureau, in the National Press Building, 
is headed by Mr. Pat Frank, formerly of the Washington 
Times -Herald.

MOSCOW/ March 12. (JTA) — Almost the entire Jewish population of the city, 
of Rovno, in the Ukraine , were massacred by German troops between the Fall of 1941 
and the Summer of' 1942, according' to dispatches from Roy no, appearing in the Moscow 
press today.
